Harbor, emerged as one of the most p owerful offensiv e weap ons in the 
camp aign against Jap an. As the sp earhead of ev ery nav al striking force 
the flattop s, shep herding fighters and bombers, rev olutionized amp hibious 
warfare. 
C arrier forces p rov ed effectiv e on both sides. But America's Fighting 
ladies finally neutralized the enem y 's sea-air p ower and went on to 
attack island bases and the Jap anese homeland almost at leisure. 
The dam age our carriers caused and their ability to stand p unish­ 
ment and to increase the range of air combat by thousands of miles 
co nv inced nav al ex perts that they were indispensable to v icto ry .
